prince— Friederich W ilhelm of Hoh- 
enzollern—died

here early today after a long illness.

since World War II had lived in 
near seclusion here within sight of 
a hilltop Hohenzollern castle which 
he could not afford to run. 
In World War I he was in nom- 
inal charge—with general staff ex­ 
perts constantly at his elbow—of the 
German army in the bloody carnage 
of Verdun.

j fensive, he was kicked upstairs to 
command of an army group 
Fled To Holland

Allowed back in 
Germany in 1923. he settled down 
to managing the vast Hohenzollern 
estates. 
Russian

World War II took most of them 
from him. 
The crown prince was a direct de­ 
scendant of Queen Victoria. 
He had been in frail health He 
suffered a severe heart attack sev­ 
eral weeks ago and at first made a 
promising recovery, but took a turn 
for the worse during the past few 
days. 
A heart specialist gave the cause 
of death as arterial sclerosis.

tire army. 
After the war he claimed that, de- 
1 spite his ill-repute abroad, he had 
tried his best in September, 1914. to 
arrange a quick peace to the vast , 
conflict that had broken out only 
the month before. 
He also denied that he ever fa­ 
vored Hitler's movement, although 
history shows 
he 
issued 
an 
an­ 
nouncement in April. 1932. favoring 
Hitler's election and in July. 1933.1 
wrote an article for a London Sun- i 
day newspaper endorsing Nazism.

is "quietly confident." 
At the same time, both leaders ; 
said they expect to send more voters I 
to the polls on Tuesday than po­ 
litical 
parties 
waging 
primary 
battles. The leaders termed the is- j 
sue "paramount, in some cases more 
important than the political fights.” 
Dr. O. B. Poulson. legislative di­ 
rector of the Pennsylvania temi)cr- 
ance league, said his group would 
score victories in "at least 65 per . 
cent of 
the 
cam paigns we have 


undertaken." 
J. Grant Pet* rson, of W illiams­ 
port, president of the retail liquor 
dealers of Pennsylvania, said 
his 
group “won’t be hurt in this cam ­ 
paign and we will do ourselves some 
good." 
Some 82 of the local governments 
will vote on the sale of both liquor 
and beer; 33 on liquor alone; and 
17 on beer only Fifty of the bal­ 
loting com m unities are now com ­ 
pletely dry. A liquor license jjermits 
the sale of both liquor and beer 
while only beer can be sold under 
a beer license. 
“We have always won at least 
63 per cent of these campaigns since 
the repeal act was passed.” Dr Poul­ 
son said. "This year's program and 
the reception it has received leads 
us to believe that we will do as well 
or better than the 65 per cent mark."
